WATER PROBLEMS 
IN BAY ST, LOUIS 


Due to installation of the new 
sewage and water systems in Bay 
St. Louis, many of the old water 
mains are inadvertantly being 
broken. This causes concern to 
both city and public health offi- 
cials, according to Wayne Alliston, 
Sanitarian with the Hancock Coun- 
ty Health Department. 

Residents may be assured that all 
precautions are being taken by city 
offieials, contractors, and public 
health personnel to avoid getting 
contaminated water in the lines. 

At each break in the lines, chlo- 
rine tablets are being added for 
sterilization purposes. This poses 
no hazard to the public, although 
if close enough to the break you 
may be able to taste and smell 
the chlorine. This chlorine may 
also cut a small amount of algae 
and iron loose from the pipe, 
causing the water to appear 
trashy. This will cause no harm, 
according to Mr. Alliston. Mr. Al 
liston also states that the chlorine 
will give a slight creosote taste.

HEARING TESTING 

Volunteer parents from Bay 
High Parent-Teachers Association 
last week conducted tests to deter- 
mine which high school students 
have hearing difficulties serious 
enough to interfere with normal 
classroom learning. 

Using an audiometer provided 
by the Mississippi State Depart- 
ment of Health, the PTA volun- 
teers checked the hearing of 558 
itudents and found 112, or 20%, 
to have sufficient difficulty in 
enough of the sound frequency 
tested to warrant their being re- 
checked in about 10 days.

The examiners began operations 
this week in Hinds, Jefferson, 
DeSoto, Holmes, Neshoba and Walt- 
hall counties and were already 
under way in eight. 

The commission said on Mon-

IN CENSUS STUDY 


STATE COLLEGE, Miss: People 
appear to be one of Mississippi’s 
principal exports, according to a 
recently published analysis of 
census figures. 

Census takers in 1960 found 1, 
227,371 Mississippi-born people 
living in other states, compared to 
266,875 natives of other states re- 
siding in Mississippi. This repre- 
ented a net migration loss of 860,- 
496 persons. 

Sociologists George L. Wilber 
and Tommy W. Rogers, of the Mis- 
sissippi Agricultural Experiment 
Station, explored the history of

study. They found the state’s mi- 
gration. loss had been increasing 
steadily with every census since 
1890. A high birth rate has offset 
it, so that it is not apparent in the 
state’s total population figures. 

Four out of every ten Mis- 
sissippi-born persons counted in 
the 1960 census were found living 
in other states. Illinois had the 
greatest number, 216,056, followed 
by Tennessee 149,616, Louisiana 
135,156, Texas 87,727 and Califor- 
nia 86,714. 

Alabama furnished the most in- 
migrants to Mississippi, 55,333, and 
got 69,254 Mississippians in re- 
turn. Following in order were 42, 
119 Louisiana-born people living in 
Mississippi and 28,646 from Ten- 
nessee. 

The analysis showed a great dif- 
ference in the racial composition 
of the migrants. For each white 
person moving to Mississippi 2.5 
whites moved from the state. For
